Public Works 
Freeze Is 
Lifted

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Johnson Administration has lift- 
ed a public works freeze it im- 
posed last October on Army En- 
gineer and Reclamation Bureau 
projects. 


The freeze applied to con- 


struction 
contracts 
for new 


projects of the two agencies and 
to contracts for new features of 
projects already under way. 


There was no official an- 


nouncement that the freeze had 
ended but congressional com- 
mittees were notified of the ac- 
tion 
Monday—opening day of 


the new session—and a Budget 
Bureau spakesman later con- 
firmed it. 


Congressional sources pointed 


out, 
however, that the two agen- 


cies, which are concerned chief- 
ly with various types of water 
projects, still must live within 
financial limitations of a resolu- 
tion Congress passed last year 
directing the administration to 
cut domestic spending $4.1 bil- 
lion. 


Congress demanded spending 


cu's as a condition of passage 
for 
President Johnson's pro- 


posed 10 per cent income tax 
surcharge but that measure still 
hasn't cleared the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 


In the case of the Army Engi- 


neers, the spending cut amounts 
to $67 million. 


But relatively few projects ac- 


tually were slowed down be* 
cause winter is the slack season 
for construction. On? Army En- 
gineers official said "a Jot of 
them wouldn't have got under 
way anyhow." 


The spokesman 
said some 


savinga did 
result from the

Pure Oxygen 
Dropped for 
Space Probes

Tex. (AP) — Pressed for time, 
U.S. space officials begin test- 
ing "enriched air" Wednesday 
as a safer substitute for the 
pure oxygen atmosphere that 
fed the fire which killed three 
astronauts early last year atop 
their rocket at Cape Kennedy. 


Pressed for money, the agen- 


cy has junkexl a 1970 pure sci- 
ence research flight using se- 
cret reconnaissance 
photogra- 


phy techniques. The decision to 
scrap the flight was made Dec. 
27 but acknowledged only Mon- 
day. 


The atmosphere decision was 


reached Saturday by a board of 
space scientists named after the 
tragedy to assure the fire safety 
of future American spacecraft. 


They acted after a dummy of 


the new, more fireproof Apollo 
command ship flunked five of 38 
burn tests in .which Manned 
Spacecraft 
Center 
engineers 


purposely 
short-circuited 
Its 


wiring, Control panels, cables 
and 
soundproofing 
material 


blazed unacceptably. 


Wednesday, testing resumes 


with the ship filled with a mix of 
CO per cent oxygen and 40 per 
cent nitrogen, intended to keep 
overheated wiring from so easi- 
ly triggering fires. The air we 
breathe is 78 per cent nitrogen, 
21 per cent oxygen and the rest, 
traces of rare gases. 


Pure oxygen Is food for fire, 


but was used safely In pre-Apol- 
lo, Mercury and Gemini flights, 
NASA defei.ded It strongly tn 
the probe after the fatal blaze. 


Oxygen requires less plumb- 


Ing than a mix, making for a 
lighter spacecraft and simpler 
spacesuits, 


The agency said Monday that 


"enriched air" is merely an op. 
tion to Us scientists, and that, in 
any case, spacecraft 
will be 


filled wjth pure oxygen, once In 
orbit. There, a fire could be put 
out Instantly by letting the oxy- 
gen rush into the vacuum of 
space, 


If the fire problems mean ma* 


jar changes In the ApoiJo de« 
sign, they could delay delivery 
of the first model, to be flown 
this summer in America's first 
manned space venture since De* 
cember, 1966, North American 
Rockwell Corp,, Us builder, is 
committed to deliver it March 
15, although April or May deliv* 
ery is more likely,

either ace-king or king-queen, 
the ambiguity isn't going to 
hurt you often but it will hurt 
occasionally. 


West has a normal opening 


lead of the k i n g of hearts 
against the four spade con- 
tract. If South takes his ace 
rigtit away, West will have 
•no further problems. South is 
goitig to wind up ^losipg ,two 
club"s aBd two hearts provid- 
ing, that East and West don't 
do'something silly later on. 


Therefore, South is going to 


let West hold that first heart 
trick. If West continues the 
suit, South will have executed 
a s u c c e s s f u l Bath Coup 
(named after the resort of 
Bath, England, where some 
whist player is supposed to 
have made this play in the 
early part of the 19th cen- 
tury) and will make two heart 
tricks and his contract. 


If East and West are play- 


ing the old-fashioned lead of 
king from either ace-king or 
'king-queen, East is going to 
play his nine of hearts as a 
come-on. He will want West 
to continue with the ace and 
another heart to give a ruff. 
West may be smart enough to 
shift to some other suit, but 
West is more likely to con- 
tinue on the assumption that 
East's play of the nine was 
from ace-nine-deuce and not 
from nine-deuce, 


If East knows definitely that 


his partner has led from king- 
queen and not from ace-king, 
he will play the deuce of 
hearts, West may still con- 
tinue the suit. Players don't 
always follow signals. But if 
he does it will be in spite of 
East's play not because of 
it. 
. 
Furthermore, it is perfectly 


possible that a smart West 
player would shift to a dia- 
mond after his king of hearts 
held the first trick and a 
nine spot s i g n a l by his 
partner, 


Everyone 
m a k e s good 
plays; everyone makes bad 
plays. All we know is that it 
is a lot easier for East and 
West to find the correct de.

for eczema. The cause is an 
allergy to a food or to some- 
thing that comes in contact 
with your skin. Of the foods, 
wheat is the most common of- 
fender. Of the chemical con- 
tactants, scented soaps, shav- 
ing creams; shampoos and 
deodorants are f r e q u e n t 
causes. This type of allergy 
is often aggravated by ex- 
posure to sunlight. Heredity is 
an added factor in the cause 
of many allergies. The best 
and most lasting relief de- 
pends on discovering 
and 


avoiding the cause. It often 
takes some expert medical 
sleuthing to find the offender. 
For temporary relief, oint- 
ments that contain coal tar, 
iodochlorhydroxyquin and hy- 
drocortisone are often help- 
ful. 


Q—I am a woman of 60. My 


doctor says I have eczema in 
my ears. Can this be cured? 
Will ,it affect my hearing? 
/ A-yWhe.n eczema is 
to a small area, such as the 
ears, the search for the cause 
is simplified. In some women, 
their earrings contain the al- 
lergen or irritant. Once the 
cause is found, the steps nec- 
essary for-a cure become self- 
evident. In any case, the 
eczema will not cause deaf- 
ness but, if it extends into the 
external ear canal, the crusts 
produced may cause blocking 
and temporary loss of hear- 
ing. 


Q—My wife has eczema. 


Two doctors have prescribed

pills which stop the itching 
but, 
If she doesn't take them, patches, 


the itching comes back. 
Would herbs help her? 


A—She'd better stay with 


the pills. Many herbs have 
been used at one time or an* 
other to treat diseases but I 
know of none that will relieve 
eczema.
